fes found in the Market Place of the City of 
Oxford \ and that in another Room of the (aid 
Inn, into which the Company retired at plea- 
fure, there lay upon the Table a Paper contain- 
ing Verfes of a very treafonable, fcandalous and 
feditious Nature, which this Informant under- 
flood to be a Copy of the faid Verfes fo prefent- 
ed, it being expreffed at the Bottom of the fame 
that it was fuch Copy fo prefentcd by the Grand 
Jury.
